REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The Examiner 
has considered the Applicants arguments regarding the differences between the 
claimed invention and Dhuey, and Examiner agrees that Dhuey does not teach the 
currently claimed limitations. The combination of limitations including an event control 
unit which begins processing upon detection of an event, and a delay operand which 
defines the amount of time between the event being signaled and the completion of the 
event, including a stop condition for a counter executing the delay operand, in 
combination with the remainder of the structure of the processor, has not been found in 
any prior art. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
